he was to be banished to Turkey. 

Reports from Russia indicated that 
even before the death of Lenin, his 
associate, Trotsky, was experiencing 
foreboding. Subsequently, he put his 
fears into words and then into acts. 
His transition from power to exile 
followed swiftly. From faraway 
Siberia, however, he continued his 
agitation against Stalin. 

Trotsky’s views were bootlegged 
among his followers—views which 
Mr. Eastman thought yesterday may 

have led to his expulsion—and whole- 
sale arrests have been made re- 
cently of those who were secretly 
circulating the preachments.

come public servants in the truest 
sense of the word and, M. Rykoff 
promised, will have the full moral 
and financial support of the Soviet 
State. But he added: 

‘Future possibilities must not 
cause us to lose sight of the fact that 
individual producers will continue to 
play a decisive réle for a considerable 
period.”’ 


Middle Peasants to Be Encouraged. 


With a somewhat conventional ref- 
erence to the need for continuing the 
fight against the Kulak class enemy, 


M. Rykoff continued with the an- 
nouncement that the middle peas-} 
antry would be encouraged by the 
State. 


‘‘Whereas the peasant tax during 
the current fiscal year was reckoned 
|to produce from 420,000,000 to 430,- 
| 000,000 rubles, and would have been 
20,000,000 or 30,000,000 more save for 
the partial crop failure in the 
Ukraine, the coming year will bring 
a reduction of the tax to 375,000,000. 
New areas brought under grain cul- 
tivation will be tax free during the 
next two years, and farms taking 
| part in the State scheme for increas- 
ing the harvest will be allowed dimin- 
ished taxes. The taxes on milch 
crows also will be lowered. 

‘The project further includes stabili- 
zation of rural taxes for a period of 
three years [frequent changes have 
been one of the principal peasant 
grievances], all of which it is hoped 
will interest the middle peasantry in 
the development of production.”’

Expedition Headed by Prof. 
Freundlich Will Check Einstein 
Theory at Sumatra. 


LEADER'S WIFE IN PARTY 


Men Will Spend Three Months Pre- 
paring to Watch Five Minutes 
for Bent Sun’s Rays.

BERLIN, Feb. 3.—A German expe- 
dition consisting of six persons left 
Potsdam yesterday for Sumatra to 
observe the deviation of sunlight 
which, according to Ejinstein’s rela- 
tivity theory, must become apparent 
during the solar eclipse of May 9. 
Professor Freundlich is leading the 
expedition and his wife is accom- 
panying him. 

She is a slim little woman, but full > 
for her 
husband’s work. 

“I am not going to Sumatra in any 
scientific capacity.’’ Frau Freund- 
lich explained, ‘‘but merely as house- 
keeper for members of the expedi- 
tion. I shall see that they get the 
right kind of food and look after 
their comfort as I did three years 
the last time we watched an 
eclipse. That time the photographs 
we took turned out rather badly, 
but this time we have better appara- 
tus that promises satisfactory re- 
sults. We are carrying two wagon- 
loads of telescopes, apparati and 
even machines to create our own 
electricity, darkrooms, cameras, &c. 

“We expect to arrive at Belawan 
Deli, Sumatra Feb. 27, and travel 
from there to Gajoelandenatjch, toa 
solitary mountain village 1,200 me- 
ters high, where our camp will be 
established. It probably will take 
three months of hard work to pre- 
pare for the five minutes’ observa- 
tion of the eclipse 

“During the five minutes that the 
total eclipse lasts all of our obser- 
vations must be made, and only in 
Sumatra will the total eclipse be 
visible. The moon will obscure the 
whole solar disk, only the corona 
protruding. Should it rain during 
those five minutes, all of our labor 
would be lost. 

“It will be my duty,’’ she con- 
cluded, ‘‘during those three tedious 
months when we live with the na- 
tives to feed our men and cheer

LOST $100,000 IN THE WEST 


Girl Sought Vainly to Cheer Her,

Harry Smolen, 40 years old, a shoe | 
manufacturer, said by members of 
his family to have brooded over 
business losses of more than $100,000 | 
and his inability to send his daugh- 
ter to Vassar College, committed sui- 
cide by shooting himself yesterday 
morning in the bathroom of his 
home 1,129 Carroll Street, Brooklyn. 
The body was found by his wife, who 
notified the police. 

Detectives found clutched in the 
dead man’s left kand 2 letter from 
his 17-year-old daughter, Ylorence, 
who with a _ 15-year-old krcther, 
George, is with relatives in Lts 
Angeles. | 

The letter read in part, ‘Please | 
stop worrying. I am sure everything | 
will come out all right. As far as| 
coliege is concerned I will be happy | 
to attend New York University. | 
Don’t worry. I'll be home _ soon. 
Everything will be all right.” 

Mrs. Smolen told detectives that 
her husband had been despondent for 
several weeks because he could noi 
send Florence to Vassar College. She 
said until several months ago Mr 
Smolen had been in business with} 
two partners in Los Angeles and met 
with business reverses there in 
which he lost more than $100,000, 
practically all his money. | 

She said that his second attempt 
to re-establish himself in business 
had not been successful. He left Los 
Angeles about a month ago, came to 
3rooklyn with his wife and two of 
the children, Bernard, 8 years old 
and John, 3. Florence and George 
remained in Los Angeles to finish 
their school term. 

Mr. Smolen, his wife said, wrote 
frequently to his children in Los 
Angeles. A few days ago, she said, he 
wrote a note to Florence, saying he 
was sorry to disappoint her but he 
did not think because of his finan- | 
cial condition he could send her to 
Vassar and the letter found clutched 
in his hand was the reply he re- 
ceived.

A layer of linen cloth and a layer 
of thick paper were glued to each} 
side of a genuine note and it was 
placed in a press to dry. Then the} 
two layers of linen were pulled} 
apart, splitting the bill in half. This | 
was necessary to permit removal of | 
the silk threads from the genuine 
| note, as the experimenters had found 
that the threads photographed black. | 

The paper and linen layers were | 
then removed from the halves of the 
split bill by fine sandpaper and 
photographs of the faces of the note 
were made. They were reproduced 
on a fine grade of paper closely re- 
sembling that used in printing paper 
currency, and the resulting product 
had the characteristic ‘‘feel’’ and ap- 
pearance of Federal Reserve notes. 
An attempt was made to imitate the 
silk threads with ink and a fine pen, 
the agents said, concluding their de- | 
scription, but it was abandoned as 
unnecessary. 


Plant in Canal Street. 


A plant was established at 301) 
Canal Street, where a liberal supply } 
of the bogus bills was printed, ac- 
cording to the agents. Hopkins and 


Fried then made a night trip to 
Baltimore, throwing the counterfeit 
plates from a sleeping car window 
into a river, the agents alleged. Then 
they joined the women for a tour of 
the South. 

| In each city they visited their prac- | 
| tice, it was declared, was to hire an| 
automobile and ride about the city 
while the women made small pur- 
chases at shops and changed the 
| counterfeit bills. When they reached 
New Orleans they found the news-

annual meeting, when it showed the 
loan on the church is now only $5,000. 

“If this merger goes through it 
means the sale of our property, in 
which case, think what would hap- 
pen to those glorious windows, me- 
morials of faith and love and ser- 
vice. It has been suggested that the 
windows might be removed and in- 
stalled in the First Church edifice, 
thereby beautifying their chancel. 

“IT am informed on authority out- 
side the church that the matter has 
been placed before the congrega- 
tional board, also the board has re- 
ceived many protests from various 
ministers in Brooklyn. This board 
will advise and probably against the 
apparent undue haste, as it is de- 
sired by the committee that the 
merger go through so that we can 
hold a joint service in the First 
Church on Easter Sunday.

The dis¢overy of an altar at Beisan, 
ia “ ’ e 
Palestine, at which members of the 
cult of Mekal worshiped nearly 
25 years ago and which is de- 
seribed as “by far the most remark- 
able of its kind ever found in West- 
ern Asia,”’ Was reported today from 
the University of Pennsylvania's 
archaeological expedition following 
the completion of its season's work 
in Palestine. 

The altar, 17 feet wide, 12 feet 
deep and about 3 feet high, is built 
of bricks resting upon a foundation 
of undressed stone within a vast 
temple, part of which had been ex- 
cavated in previous years. 

Now, according to Alan Rowe, 
director of the expedition, the 
archaeologists have uncovered the 
western section of the structure and 
have a clear idea of the general plan 
of the whole project. — 

A small room containing a low seat 
and a sloping socket in which a 
wooden peg once rested was found 
adjoining the altar. Mr. Rowe re- 
ported that this apparently had been 
used by the temple guardian, who 
remained at his post with the help 
of a fierce hunting dog tied to the 
pegin the corner. | , 
Many valuable objects, including 
three gold pendants. one bearing the 
figure of the goddess Ashtoreth; 
pronze arrowheads, an iwory spindle 
whorl and several Syrohittite cylin- 
der seals, which seems to indicate 
a Northern influence in Beisan, the 
biblical Beth-Shan at the time, also 
were found in the western section of 
the temple. They apparently date to 
Thothmes III, from 1501 to 1447 
B.C.

“The discoveries we have just made 
in the western section, together with 


our previous discoveries, reveal that 
the temple of Mekal consisted of a 
great courtyard, an inner sanctuary 
with a stone altar for meat offerings 
and a brick-stepped altar for cult 
objects, and a ull room south of 
the inner sanctuary,’’ Mr. Rowe's 
report stated. 

“Further, it included a room east 
of the sanctuary which contained a 
great circular oven for roasting the 
animals sacrificed, a well to supply 
water to the temple, a southern cor- 
rider on a higher level than the 
curtyard and containing a great 
stepped altar, a small room apparent- 
ly used by the guardian of the tem- 
le, and another small room in which 
as the mazzebah or sacred conical 
tone emblematic of Mekal. 

“Chief among our new finds in 
the courtyard, which is of great and 
imposing proportions, are a number 
of cones with hollow tops, a crude 
cylindrical incense altar of basalt. a 
flat gold pendant with a tang at the 
top twisted so as to form a loop for 
Suspension, a vold lotus-shaped pen- 
dant with a loop of gold wire at- 
tached, and another gold pendant 
with a suspension Joop.”

Dr. Fosdick Says It Often 
Reveals Need for Renovation 
of Spiritual Life. 


UPHOLDS MARITAL 


LAWS 


Selfishness, Cynicism, Ill-Will and 


Vulgarity Are Classed as 


Enemies of Matrimony. 


Asserting the need for a ‘‘constant- 
ly renovated spiritual life,’’ the Rev. 
Dr. Harry Emerson Fosdick, pastor 
of the Park Avenue Baptist Church 
at Sixty-fourth Street, declared in his 
sermon there yesterday that mar- 
riage often revealed this need in per- 
sons in whom it might otherwise con- 
tinue concealed. 

Dr. Fosdick averred that ‘‘people 
on Park Avenue need to be spiritual- 
ly reborn out of selfishness, cyni 
cism, ill-will and sensuality just as 
much as anybody else,’’ and went 
on: 

“There is no situation in America 
today that one can study without 
running ultimately into this pro- 
foundest need of all—the need of a 
constantly renovated spiritual life in 
individuals that creates unselfish 
public-spirited, high-minded charac- 
ter. Our family life, for example, is 
an illustration of this t is a com- 
monplace today to hear people ex- 
plain that marriage is a failure. They 
have run their marriage into unhap- 
piness and they load off a large part 
of the responsibility upon the insti- 
tution. hey say the laws are 
wrong, that monogamy is wrong, 
that marriage itself isa failure. But 
the fact is plain, it is not marriage 
that fails it is people that fail. All 
that marriage does is to show peo- 
ple up. 

“Tf a girl is selfish and vain, she 
may get on fairly well by herself 
The worst of her does not come out 
But marry her off and taking that 
selfish disposition into the intimacies 
of marital] relationship is like bring- 
ing invisible writing to the heat of 
a candie: it brings it all out. Mar- 
riage cannot make such a girl happy 
It simply shows her up. And it is 
not marriage that is the failure; she 
is the failure.

If 
anybody has any meanness, selfish 
ness, bad temper, miserliness, or 
jealousy concealed anywhere about 
his person, marriage will show him 
up.”’ 


LIFE ADJUSTMENTS URGED. 


Rev. L. W. Batten Says Sacrifices 
Are Necessary to Gain Harmony. 
The inability of the average per 
son to make the necessary adjust- 
ment to a changed life, especially in 
a matrimonial change, was stressed 
in a sermon delivered by the Rev. 
Loring W. Batten, acting dean of 
the General Theological Seminary, 
vesterday morning at Trinity Church, 
Broadway and Wall Street. 

““A new life makes new demand 
and what is perfect and proper in 
our past life may not work into the 
newer scheme,”’ he said. ‘‘The ter 
rible number of divorces and the 
alarming number of unhappy home 
in married life are due to this It 
is the failure of the man and woman 
to realize that in married Ife they 
Mave undertaken a new life, and 
everything from the past must be 
sacrificed for the new state. 

“The same thing applies to a Chris 
tian life, where so many things that 
are good must be given up if we 
are to be thorough Christians. Any 
one who resolutely carries out every 
thing in life as a devotion to Christ, 
although he makes many sacrifices 
will find joy and peace that surpasses 
all understanding.”’ 


PUTS SPIRIT ABOVE BODY. 


Dr. Evans Says Soul, Which Directs 
Mind and Will, Is Chief Thing. 


A plea to mankind not to ignore 
the spiritual side of its nature was 
made by the Rev. Dr. Anthony H. 
Evans in his sermon at the West 
Park Presbyterian Church, Amster- 
dam Avenue and Eighty-sixth Street, 
yesterday morning.

“The mistake that is being made 
by men and women throughout the 
world is to give more attention to 
the Body than to the spirit,’’ 


proved correct, that gravitation must 
be included in the correlation of the 
other forces,’’ said Dr. Howard, 
‘then it shall have established that 
law in nature is a unit.

Now, it is a far cry 
from Paul to Einstein, but the sci- 
entist has tried to prove, and he 
seems to be correct, what Paul felt 
but could not scientifically prove 

‘Paul said that all nature was the 
expression of God's personality, from 
the merest insect to the greatest 
mountains; that all living creatures 
moved processionally in circles, from 
creation by God through life and 
back to God again. Einstein’s latest 
scientific hypothesis comes as a tre- 
mendous reinforcement of proof of 
Paul’s synthesis. It should do much 
to bring this day of duality to an 
end 7 

Science Nearing the Mystic. 

In an address at the Pythian 
Temple, Seventieth Street, east of 
Broadway, before the Christian Sci- 
ence Liberals, Louis V. Lewis, 
founder and leader of the group said: 

‘‘Professor Einstein, by the path 
of mathematics, is approaching the 
point where he must come face to 
face with the mystic who calls the 
world an illusion. Mysticism and 
modern schools of Christian meta- 
physics, wherein Mary Baker Eddy 
holds the position as pioneer, but 
whose theories date back through 
the centuries, teach that the mate 
rial world is not what it appears to 
be. The evidence of physical sense 
reporting time, space and matter as 
eparate elements over which we 
have no dominion, is now being re- 
versed. Professor Einstein claims 
as do others, that we have dominion, 
and he agrees with us, it is a united 
whole of one substance. 

‘What has been claimed intuitively 
by the mystic is now presented as 
mathematical proof by the scientist. 
Perhaps the German professor is 
drawing perilously nearer agreement 
with Mrs. Eddy than the world sur- 
mises, that ‘all is infinite mind and 
its infinite manifestation, principle 
and its idea are one; there is no 
matter.’ ’’ 


Step to Universal Freedom. 


The Rev. Dr. Karl Reiland in his 
sermon at St. George’s Episcopal 
Church, East Sixteenth Street and 
Stuyvesant Square, asserted that in- 
creasing knowledge is the means 
toward universal freedom, which he 
declared could never be achieved by 
fatalism, and he cited the work of 
Kinstein to illustrate his point. 

‘Rather than having to regard 
gravitation as a detail of fate.’’ he 
aid we can now understand it as 
1 scientific matter; we are a little 
better acquainted with the language 
of the universe and have moved tha 
much further away from darkness. 

“Commander Byrd,’’ he added, 
“has met the challenge of his en- 
vironment and set out to learn and 
teach his contemporaries about this 
realm in which we live that we might 
be more able to encompass it and 
master our world rather than be mas- 
tered by it.’’ -

The additional diversion of water 
to the Ontario commission and the 
Niagara Falls Power Company, the 
Senator recalls, is to be effective, if 
the convention is ratified, only for 
seven years, during the non-tourist| 
season, from Oct. 1 to March 31, to 
permit observation of the effects of 
remedial works.

“This arrangement, if ratified, 
makes possible the preservation of 
the Falls at no cost to the govern- 
ment,’’ the letter savs. ‘It affords 


an opportunity for observation and 
experimentation during the non-tour- 
ist seasons for a temporary period of 
seven years, to determine whether 
any diversion beyond that now au- 
thorized may be permitted without 
injury to the scenic grandeur of the 
Falls. Although at present the United 
States is allotted only 35 per cent 
of the water diverted at the Falls, 
it will receive fully 50 per cent of 
the additional diversion during this 
period of experimentation.”’

COMMONWEALTH FUND 
EXPENDED $2,000,000 


Year's Report Shows Advances in 
Child Welfare, Hospital and 


Edacation Projects. 


More than $2,000,000 was appropri- 
ated by the Commonwealth Fund 
during the past year in carrying out 
health, mental hygiene, 
child welfare and eaucational proj- 
ects, according to the tenth annual 
report, made public today. 

One ot the largest individual expen- 
ditures was that for the maintenance 
of the fund's fellowships for British 
graduate students in this country, 
for which appropriations of $198,150 
were made. Fifty-one fellows 
now studying at seventeen colleges 
or universities in this country under 
the fund. A two-year course is pro- 
vided to those receiving fellowships 

Another major expenditure was in 
connection with the fund’s program 
of establishing rural hospitals, to 
which $358,438 was appropriated. Of 
the five such hospitals projected, one 
is already opened, two others will 
be completed this Spring, and the 
remaining two probably will be 
opened before the end of the year. 

In the field of child welfare, and 
particularly the establishment of 
child guidance clinics, the fund car- 
ried out projects on an international 
scale. Arrangements for such a 
clinic in London, established in co- 
operation with the London County 
Council, have been completed, while 
an eight-year child welfare program 
in Austria will be completed this 
Summer.

Pack said, about 11,000 acres of tim- 
ber land are subject to the action of 
lumbermen. 

“How many of the thousands who 
visit Yosemite National Park,’ he 
said, “realize that part of the beau- 
tiful forest extending along the high- 
way between El Capitan and Sentinel 
Rock is not public property at all, 
but a private holding which might 
be exploited for hot dog stands and 
other undesirable developments?”’

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Children’s Aid Society Survey Shows 


Fourfold Gain in Four Years. 


More homes in New York City are 
princi-

In all such cases, Mr 
Lovejoy said, far better re sults for 
the child are obtained through place- 
ment in an individual home than is 
achieved through institutional care. 

According to the statistics 
causes compiled by the society from 
the 2,700 children placed in 1928, 
death, unemployment ani illness ac- 
counted for the break up of 30 per 
cent of the disrupted homes; while 
divorce, separation, 
friction acounted for 31 per cent 
The percentages for the same two 
causes in 1926 were 26 per cent and 
25 per cent respectively. Children of 
unmarried parents formed a small 
percentage of the total, Mr. Lovejoy 
said, but nevertheless this group 
showed a three-fold increase over

BERLIN, Feb. 1.—The Reichs- 
bank’s status has improved _ still 
further as reported for the third 


week of January, discounts falling 
to 1,548 million marks. They were 
2,078 millions at the same date in 
1928. The ratio of gold and exchange 
reserve to outstanding circulation is 
now 75.9 per cent, the highest in 
two years. Nevertheless, despite the 
Reichsbank’s improvement and the 
Bank of England’s refusal to ad- 
vance its rate, less certainty is felt 
about a cut in the German bank 
rate during February. It is felt that 
any further material rise in dollar 
exchange might compel Germany to 
export gold to New York. 

The market for new securities is 
dead. Home loans in January 
amounted to only 34 million marks 
and foreign loans'to only 27 millions, 
Since November, Switzerland has 
been the largest subscriber to Ger- 
man loans. The showing for the full 
year 1928 makes the following com- 
parisons in marks:

BERLIN, Feb. 1.—The returns of 
German foreign trade for 1928 were 
considered as satisfactory, although 
the import surplus was larger than 
had been predicted earlier in the 
year.

The official trade return, as 
corrected by the Bureau of Statistics 
for known errors, shows an import 
surplus for the year of 1,859,000,000

With that deduction 
imports were 13,664,000,000 marks,

With a round lot of rail orders an- 
nounced in the last week, rail buy- 
ing in the season to date sums up 
about 1,300,000 tons, but at this date 
last year the count showed 1,700,000 
tons. There is no doubt that so far 
rail buying has run lighter, by say 
15 per cent or more, than last sea- 
son

For this year there is a price level 
distinctly above the 1928 average, a 
factor being that in price advances 
it takes time to work old and lower- 
priced business off books. Mills ex- 
perience rising invoice prices long 
after an advance has become effec- 
tive in ordinary current sales, and 
still longer after ‘‘announcement”’ of 
a price advance, which is sometimes 
notice to customers to close up at 
the expiring prices. 

As to this vear’s tonnage, it is fair 
to say that thus far it has been run- 
ning quite satisfactorily. It is true 
that various expressions of doubt are 
encountered, but that is for the far- 
ther future, which in these days of 
prompt or hand-to-mouth buying 
cannot be viewed except on general 
principles. The steel mills are run- 
ning very well, being behind in de- 
liveries in some cases, and they ex- 
pect to run better this month and 
next. Steel ingot production is now 
at about 90 per cent of capacity as 
officially reported a year ago, against 
actually reported production in De- 
cember at 85 per cent.
